The Parcel Post. 


A Boston paper gives attention lo (lie parcel post, (lie chie 


point made in the. discussion of the subject being that it lias 
no! come up fo expectations in bringing clown the cost of liv 
ing. That this is true there is no gainsaying, and the reasons 
are perfect!}' obvious. One is thai the expectations were too 
high, and the other is that the people have failed lo make sucl 
use'of the parcel post as they might have clone, and as they 
still have (he privilege of doing, by buying a certain part ot 
iheir living direct from the farmers, 
has been fully demonstrated. 


That this is practicable 


, The Boston paper is. right when it says the parcel post was 
shouted for by demagogues, who arc always telling the people 
how much cheaper things can be done by the government than 
by private.individuals or corporations, and (he demagogues 
are also apt (o lead the shouting for anything which they per- 
ceive is bound to come. The demagogue leads as a dog docs, 
by running ahead, but at the same time keeping a sharp look- 
out to see which way the feain or the accompanying pedes- 
trian is going. 


But the parcel post was established and it is a great public 


convenience, altogether aside from its effect on the cost of 
living. 
By its use it is possible to have products sent direct 


from the farms to the homes of town and city people, but it 
is not always possible to order by telephone, though there are 
many cases in which this can be done, and unless buyer and 
seller know4each other very well'the credit system counts' for 
little in parcel post dealings. 


There is no .getting away from the fact that the telephone 


and the credit system are two important elements in the in- 
creased cost of living, which was becoming very troublesome 
even before the beginning of the war. It is so handy (.0 order 
goods by telephone and so convenient to have them "charged." 
These two conveniences lead^any families to go Beyond 
their.means in supplying-'(heir'tables, and to do fhis'iincon- 
scious!y. 
Everything runs along so easily that they do not 


realize how their bills are running up until pay day comes, and 
then there is raised loud complaint about the increasing cost 
of living, and blame is heaped upon everybody except those 
\vho are to blame. 


No, the parcel post has not made living cheap, and neither 


that nor anything else ever will so long as.the people persist in 
their present habits and manner of buying supplies. 
It only 


remains to be said that people preferring to have their goods 
handled by middlemen have a perfect right to do so, but they 
should be willing to pay the cost without grumbling, and gen- 
erous enough not to attempt to saddle the blame on the parce 
post, a proper use of which will be found exceedingly help 
ful in Ihe great majority of cases.
